He had been 
hinting for a year that he would 
run and in the last few weeks 
only a few believed that he 
would retire. 


The 10-year king of Arkansas 


politics must first survive the 
Democratic primary but he has 
done that handily in his last 
four campaigns. 


Thus far only two political 


unknowns have filed to oppose 
him. Rockefeller has no oppo- 
nent in the GOP primary 


So unless the picture changes 


before the primary tickets close 
at noon next Wednesday the 
general election will give Ar- 
kansas its first political fight of 
the year. 


Normally the Democratic pri- 


mary is tne big election in Ar- 
kansas. 
The Republicans in 


many years have run a candi- 
date for governor only to keep 
their standing as 
a political 


party. 


Rockefeller changed all that, 


starting in 1960 when he flirted 
with running lor governor and 
finally threw his political and 
financial support behind another 
candidate. 


Two years ago the GOP had 


two candidates for the U.S. 
House and one for the Senate in

campaigner. Again Rockefeller 
worked for the Republican can- 
didates and, for the first time;

Rockefeller accepted a Fail* 


bus appointment to the Arkan* 
sas Industrial Development 
Commission when the industry* 
hunting agency was created in 
1955. He was elected as its first 
chairman and he held that post 
until a week before he an- 
nounced for governor April 4. 


Although they worked togeth- 


er, F a u b u s and Rockefeller 
were never close. They broke 
in 1957 when Rockefeller criti- 
cized Faubus' action in the Lit- 
tle Rock integration crisis. 


Faubus became an interna- 


tional figure when he used Na- 
tional Guard troops to block in- 
tegration of Central High School 
in Little Rock. It was the first 
confrontation of state and fed- 
eral authority in the school in- 
tegration struggle. 


President Eisenhower federal- 


ized Faubus' guardsmen and en- 
forced integration with federal 
troops, s e t t i n g a precedent 
which President Kennedy later 
followed in crises in Mississippi 
and Alabama. 


A year later Faubus closed 


Little Rock high schools against 
integration but, when federal 
courts invalidated his school 
closing law in 1959, he permit- 
ted schools to reopen under a 
plan of token integration. 


In 
the last 
three years, 


schools at 
Pine 
Bluff, 
Hot 


Springs, and Mansfield have de- 
segregated without action from 
the governor's office. 


Faubus rode the segregation 


issue hard in only one cam- 
paign—1958—while he was still 
deeply involved in the crisis. He 
polled 70 per cent of the Demo- 
cratic primary vote and he con- 
sidered the heavy majority an 
tion policies. 


In 1960, when he won an un- 


endorsement of his anti-integra 
precedented fourth term, ant 
again in his fifth term cam 
paign in 1962, he campaigned

His popularity slipped from

dren alone, you will invariably 
"orgive them, and say some- 
thing like, "Jim and Jane will 
certainly be able to take care 
of 
themselves 
in life."

'There's no need to worry 
about them." 


You say this with almost 


pride. You wouldn't say this to 
the children themselves, 
be- 


cause if you praise this aggres- 
siveness you feel it will become 
twice as bad. 


But somewhere, sitting in the 


corner quietly, and not present- 
ing any problems, may be a 
different little individual, a dif- 
ferent little personality. He or 
she is the timid or shy young- 
ster, bless his heart. 


In the rush of family striving 


and pushing for possession, this 
tike is left out. It gets what at- 
tention is left, what toys are 
left, or what ice cream isn't de- 
voured by the children. 


No complaints, no tantrums 


—but perhaps quiet tears shed 
in the loneliness of his room 
once in awhile.

who sits quietly in the corner. 
""ake almost half of your child* 
attention, and give it to this 
)ne. 


We know in child psychology 
hat the chances are 9 out of 
0 this quiet little youngster is 
nasking his inner conflicts be- 
ilnd gentleness and unselfish- 
less. It is not telling you his 
rouble, but cries alone because 
f them. This child may be in- 
secure in the atmosphere of ag- 
gression created by brothers 
and sisters. She may run away 
when other combative children 
lit her, too frightened to stand 
ip for herself. 


If you give more attention to 
his little member of the fam- 
ly, it will have a very good ef- 
ect on the selfish, aggressive 
members. They'll begin to see 
hat a quiet, reasonableness has 
ts rewards in attention, in fa- 
vors, and even in ice cream. 


But far more than that, you'll 
;ive this child a fair start in 
ife. Give him or her outlets 
and goals that make himself or 
icrself feel worthwhile, such as 
more participation, more activ- 
ty, and development of all 
sorts of technical skills. En- 
courage h o b b i e s : drawing, 
modeling, painting. And when 
it does something well in this 
form of self-absorbing hobby or 
play, praise what he's done; Do 
not center your praise upon the 
child. Children may not so 
much believe, or readily ac- 
cept, praise 
of themselves.

Step Toward 
Deciphering 
Genetic Code

CHICAGO (AP) - Scientists 


today announced ,a great new 
step toward deciphering the ge- 
netic code of life itself. 


This code determines all your 


heredity—eye color, sex, even 
partly your chances for long life 
—and how all living cells be- 
have. 


Man's telegraphic Morse code 


can say anything just with dots 
and dashes. .Nature's genetic 
code is basically simple, too, It 
uses only four chemical "let- 
ters." 


But no one knows how nature 


forms thousands of words or 
commands with those few let- 
ters. A long sentence of these 
words is a gene. 


Now researchers'. have suc- 


ceeded in making symthetic bits 
of genetic material. They know, 
in advance, the sequence of let- 
ters in each simple piece. 


These bits of "genes" now 


can be used to make short 
pieces of protein—the material 
all life is made of. 


By determining what kind of 


protein is made each time, they 
could trace back to spell out 
nature's full code that makes 
people or animals or plants 
what they are, and in such tre- 
mendous individuality. 


The new step 
is chemical 


methods of making the synthetic 
chains of genetic material, or 
DNA. 


These were described to the 


Federation of American Socie- 
ties for Experimental Biology 
by a team of University of Wis- 
consin researchers, headed by 
Dr. H. Gobind Khorana. He's 
been searching for this key for 
10 years. 


Dr. T. Mathai Jacob present- 


ed today's report. Drs, Malcolm 
W. Moon, Saran A. Narang and 
Eiko Ohtsuka are co-authors. 


Their models of genes are bi- 


ologically active. In the pres- 
ence of certain 
enzymes or 


chemical starters, they can be 
made into longer chains of DNA 
or they can make long chians 
of another basic life material, 


unload individual buckets from 
several thousand trees 
every 


morning. Heath uses about six 
miles of plastic tubing to con- 
nect 3.000 hillside trees, so that 
the sap flows downhill to big 
collecting tanks. 


Certain 
trees 
flow 
earlier 


from parts of the hillside first, 
warmed by the morning sun. 
Heath uses walkie-talkie radios 
to talk to his men in the woods 
and route the flow of sap.

Maple Trees 
Get Pills 
for Fever

WEST SPRINGFIELD, N.H. 


(AP)—Maple trees are taking 
pills for spring fever these days. 


Sugar maples get tired of 


working when hit by the first 
warm freezes. 


The farmers 
aren't 
taking 


pills. They feel fine. It looks 
like a bumper cash crop of 
maple syrup will flow from the 
annual rite of "sugarin1 off" in 
New England this season. 


Farmers pop the magic little 


pill into the maples when they 
first drill a tap hole. 


The pill makes the watery sap 


flow later in the season insuring 
a longer "run" as long as the 
combination of warm days and 
snappy nights lasts. 


, "I'm sure they help. I tested 
several hundred trees, marked 
them with paint. The trees with 
pills give more sap over a long- 
er season," says Kirk Heath. 
His sugar house is on land 
farmed by his family since be- 
fore the Revolution. 


Farmers always have been 


puzzled 
when 
certain 
trees 


seemed to run dry. Federal and 
state agricultural experts stud- 
ied the problem. They found 
that the flow of sap was slowed 
by the growth of micro-organ- 
isms in the wound caused by the 
drill hole. 


The pills act as a germicide 


over the length of the "sugar- 
ing off" season which in New 
England runs from late Febru- 
ary through March and April,

J.S. Forest Service predicted 
oday that research now being 
carried on will greatly broaden 
he use and demand for wood 
products. 


"We expect," the service said 


n a report, "the future to show 
a greater variety of wood pro- 
ducts in use, with less of the 
tree going to waste, and more 
of hitherto unused species find- 
ing a place in forest industries. 


"We can expect the develop- 


ment of a chemical industry 
based on wood as a raw mater* 
al, better fasteners to join 
wood and wood products in 
structures, improved oulping 
processes for both hardwoods 
and softwoods, a major reduc- 
tion in the shrinking and swell- 
ing of wood and wood products 
in use, better paints and finish- 
es, i m p r o v e d technology of 
structural design, improved ad- 
hesives to make better use of 
low-grade timber, improved fire 
resistance of wood, and im- 
proved log-sawing and season- 
ing techniques."
